Mr.  Chairman,  Lady  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  Prescot 
Urban  District  for  the  year  ending  31st  December,  1972.  I  am  happy  to  report  that  the  health 
of  the  Community  has  remained  satisfactory  during  the  year. 

The  number  of  live  births  during  the  year  was  183  which  was  a  considerable  reduction 
from  230  in  1971.  The  adjusted  rate,  however,  is  higher  than  the  national  rate  per  1000  population. 
The  death  rate  at  16.1  per  1000  population  showed  an  increase  compared  with  the  previous  year. 
There  was  an  increase  in  the  Infant  Mortality  rate,  but  a  decrease  in  the  number  of  Still  Births. 

There  was  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  measles  reported,  from  32  in  1971  to 
55  in  1972.  The  incidence  of  other  types  of  infectious  disease  was  lower  than  the  previous  ye^r, 
there  were  no  cases  of  whooping  (cough  or  infective  jaundice. 

Improvement  Grants  have  continued  to  play  a  major  part  of  the  work  of  the  Department. 
The  Council  are  to  be  congratulated  in  supporting  this  work  which  is  of  vital  importance  to  raise 
the  living  and  environmental  standard  of  the  district. 

I  would  like  to  acknowledge  the  necessary  help  and  co  operation  of  the  Officers  and 

Councillors  during  the  year.

The  decision  to  concentrate  on  house  improvement  has  meant  that  no  action  has  been 
possible  in  the  tteld  of  smoke  control  areas  Wh.ilv  it  s  eg  eiahle  that  it  has  thus  been  impossible 
to  maintain  the  former  programme,  it  is  felt  that  liras  decision  was  the  right  one, 

The  provision  of  heating  appliances  w  ih  ,  m  .  <n  the  General  Improvement  Area  and 
the  gas  central  healing  in  the  improved  Coun  <1  Houses  will  result  in  future  smoke  control 
areas. 


NOISE  ABATEMENT  ACT,  1961 

Six  complaints  were  received  with  regard  no  general  community  noise  which  were 
becoming  a  nuisance  to  neighbours.  These  included  complaints  of  noisy  dogs  and  noise  arising 

in  a  launderette. 

During  the  year  measurements  were  taken  of  the  decibel  readings  at  points  adjacent 
to  houses  where  complaints  had  been  male  about  noise  from  the  B  I.C.C,  Ltd,,  It  was 
determined  that  m  two  areas,  South  Avenue  and  Manchester  Road,  that  a  statutory  nuisance 
was  being  caused  Considerable  discussion  at  Office*  and  Councillor  level  with  the  Company 
went  on  but  met  with  limited  success  in  the  reduction  of  the  noise  levels 

Technical  difficulties  in  reducing  the  noise  at  >ou»te  or  at  reception  in  the  homes,  was 
studied  in  depth.  It  is  hoped  that  some  success  w  11  be  possible  following  further  proposals.
